There will be no strike of the street 
railway men. The dispute between the 
East Liverpool Railway and the mem­ 
bers of Division No 52, Amalgamated 
Association of Street 
Railway Em­ 
ployes. was settled at 2:30 o’clock this 
morning, at a meeting of the members 
of the divison in their rooms in the 
East End. 
Several members of the 
division executive committee called 
upon Manager Louis W. Healy, of the 
street 
railway 
company, yesterday, 
and told him of the action of the men 
in their rejection of the proposition 
which was advanced by the company 
a few days ago. Thereupon Mr. Healy 
asked for a conference with his em­ 
ployes at 12 o’clock at night at the 
power house, and this was 
readily 
granted by the men. 
When the time arrived for the con­ 
ference no less than OO men were 
present and »they were immediately 
asked to come into the general office, 
and there a proposition was presented 
to the men by the management as 
follows: 
All first year men are to 
receive 
wages at the rate of 20 cents an hour 
until they shall have been employed 
on the road for one year; after that 
they are to receive 22 cents an hour. 
All men who have been in the con­ 
tinuous service of the company for 
over a year are to receive 22 cents an 
hour. 
The men then went to their hall in 
the East End where the latest propo­ 
sition of Healy was submitted, and 
after discussing the m atter less than 
an hour, the proposition of the man­ 
agement was accepted, and Mr. Healy 
was notified. 
The scale this morning p as type­ 
written and taken to the company for 
the signature of the management. 
The new scale requires that when 
the company forms a new schedule 
the runs, both “early and late," are to 
be so equalized that IO hours will be 
consumed if possible, and 
not less 
—"than eight hours are tQ constitute a 
day s employment. 
While the com- 
s^pany does not anticipate any change 
In the schedule just at present, some­ 
thing in this m atter will have to be 
done when the new extensions are 
-completed. 
It was learned this afternoon that 
about 40 employes will 
receive 
22 
cents an hour, and that about 20 men 
will receive 20 cents an hour,* which is 
a general advance of two cents for 
each employe. 
The men seem grateful to the man­ 
agement of the road for the fair treat­ 
ment that has 
been 
extended, al­ 
though everything was settled to the 
satisfaction of all at

Since that time a quantity of open 
stock containing the same decoration 
has been handled by the employes. For 
this article the management voluntar­ 
ily granted a rate of 9 cents per doz­ 
en. The reason assigned was that the 
work was more annoying since it was 
confused with other lines, 
and 
the 
firm considered an additional cent on 
the dozen no more than proper. 
Last Friday the assortment was put 
back, and the girls at once demanded 
9 cents for it. 
The request was 
re­ 
fused and they quit work. 
The m atter was placed in the hands 
of the local’s committee, but it failed 
to reach an agreement with the firm.

Our proposition to the 
bosses Is a fair one.

“Eight, hours per day is enough for 
any man to work, and that is what 
we demand. 
We

proposition by cutting out the demand1 
for an Increase of 50 cents on the 
day, but we positively will not change 
the hour scale. If they do not give na 
an eight hour day with seven hours 
on Saturday we are done for good.” 
The bosses are as determined as the 
Journeymen and state that it a con­ 
cession is made it will fall to the lot 
of the men “The Journeymen were 
working little enough at nine hours 
per day,” said a boss, “ and If we were 
to give them an eight-hour day they 
would do still less. 
We do not in­ 
tend to hold a meeting to further con­ 
sider the proposition. 
As far as we 
are concerned,« the ultimatum has 
been reached.

CONDEMNED 
IN 
M IS S O U R I. AND 
CONFISCATED IN NEW YORK. 
Judge Clarke, of St. Louis, has con­ 
victed and fined heavily a number of 
grocers for selling baking powders 
containing alum. 
The week before the Health Depart­ 
ment of New York seized a quantity of 
stuff being sold for baking pow’der 
which they found was made from alum 
mixed with ground rock, and dumped 
it into the river. 
The Health* Authorities are thus 
taking effective means to prevent the 
introduction Into our markets of in­ 
jurious subsitutes in place of whole­ 
some baking powders. 
As alum costs only two cents a 
pound, there is a great temptation for 
those manufacturers who make sub­ 
stitutes and imitation goods, to use it. 
Alum baking powders can be detected 
by the health authorities by chemical 
analysis, hut the ordinary housekeeper, 
whose assistance in 
protecting the 
health of the people is important, can­ 
not make a chemical examination. She 
may easily know the alum baking pow­ 
ders. however, from the fact that they 
are sold at from ten to twenty cents 
for a pound can, or that some prize— 
Uke a spoon, or glass, or piece of 
crockery, or wooden 
ware—is 
given 
with the powder as an inducement. % 
As the people continue to realize 
the importance of this subject and 
dealers insist on having baking pow­ 
der of established name and character, 
nnd as the health authorities continue 
their vigorous crusades, 
the 
alum 
danger will, it is hoped, finally be driv­ 
en from our homes.

As alum costs only two cents a 
pound, there is a great temptation for 
those manufacturers who make sub 
stitutes and imitation goods, to use it 
Alum baking powders ran he detected 
by the health authorities by chemical 
analysis, hut the ordinary housekeeper 
whose assistance 
in 
protecting 
the 
health of the people is important, can 
not make a chemical examination. She 
may easily know the alum baking pow 
dors. however, from the fact that they 
are sold at from ten to twenty cents 
for a pound can. or that some prize— 
like a spoon, or glass, or piece of 
crockery, or wooden 
ware—is 
given 
with the powder as an inducement 
As the people continue to realize 
the importance of this subject anti 
dealers insist on having baking pow 
der of established name and diam eter 
and as the health authorities continue 
their 
vigorous crusades, 
the 
alum 
clanger will, it is hoped, finally he driv 
en from our homes.
